Ups NFCUS Fee

Registrations at the university this 
session is approximately 12,000, 
which will provide NFCUS coffers 
nearly $2,400 when the increase is 
certified by a sufficient number of 
other NFCUS member universities.

Budget Meeting 


On this page will be found the Students’ Union and 


University Athletic Board Budgets for the 1950-51 ses- 
sion. All students are urged to study them carefully and 
to attend the budget meeting Friday, Oct. 28, at 11:30 
a.m. in Convocation Hall. Lectures scheduled for 11:30 
Friday have been cancelled. 

The background of this year’s Students’ Union Budget 
is of interest to all. Registration having dropped to 
2,900 it was found, when all individual organization 
budgets were submitted, that the Union was left with a 
budgeted surplus of only about $900.00. This was thought 
to be inadequate, and it was decided that, for sound busi- 
ness practice, there should be a budgeted surplus of about 
$2,000.00. Students’ Council, meeting last Friday, scruti- 
nized each item on the budget carefully, and after a 
thorough discussion and canvas of all the possibilities the 
budgeted surplus was increased to over $1,800.00. 

The scarcity of money also affected the UAB budget, 
and it too has been pared to the bone. 

The members of the Students’ Council and the UAB 
have put in a great deal of time and effort in the pre- 
paration of these budgets. They deserve the support of 
the entire student body. It is to be hoped that the 
budget meeting will not, as has been the case in the past, 
have to be cancelled because there is no quorum present. 
Without an approved budget, Student government is 
paralyzed and the work of student officials in preparing 
the budget has gone for naught.

Takes Fall Sports Week-End 


It happened again! 


Saskatchewan 


Over the week-end, University of Saskatchewan athletes 
once more won the fall sports week-end, walking off with the 


honors in both tennis and golf. 


Playing at the Varsity courts, local 
racquet-wielders made it close be- 
fore bowing to the wheatlanders 
four matches to three. Down at the 
Mayfair course, the golfers were also 
making a close fight of it, as the 
men’s matches were decided by only 
one stroke. Saskatchewan’s women 
links artists, however, enjoyed a 
comfortable edge over the U of A 
coeds. 

In tennis, the result wasn’t deter- 
mined until the final match of the 
day. Up to that time, Alberta had 
won, two women’s singles matches 
and one women’s doubles set-to, 
with Saskatchewan sweeping the 
same events in men’s play. The 
final match pitted the U of S mixed 
doubles team against the locals, with 
the easterners winning out 6-3, 3-6, 
6-4. Saskatchewan mixed team was 
Tom Jackson and Pat Lawson, while 
the Albertans opposing them were 
Nancy Collinge and Don MacIntosh. 

In the golf events, Saskatchewan 
coeds held a 32 stroke margin over 
the Albertans, while the men edged 
the Green and Gold representatives 
by one stroke. Actually, this event 
was to have been decided on a match 
play basis, but the squads were tied 
at two matches apiece at the com- 
pletion of play. Final match, be- 
tween Jim Beatty (Alta.) and Doug 
McBride (Sask.) went two extra 
holes before Beatty won. 

It was decided by officials in 
charge that the winner would be 
determined on a medal play basis, 
due to the match tie. However, the 
two extra holes of the final match 
were not counted, and the scores 
were determined from the 36~-hole 
results. This gave Saskatchewan a 
one-stroke edge. 

There was no track and field com- 
petition this year. Win for Sask- 
atchewan was a repeat of last year, 
when they swept all competitions. 
Complete results and details of all 
matches will appear in Friday’s 
Gateway.
